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CHAPTER I. 


GENERAL AND POLITICAL. 

I. Boundary.- Kusbalgarh Chicfsliip i& situated in the Southern limits 

ot K»jl.ula..a under the PolUieal Agent of Southern Rajputana States. It is 
hoiiuded on the North hy U.auswara, Rutlam and Sailana States, on the East by 
Kutlam and Jhahua States, on the South by Jhabua and Indore States, and 
on the West by Ranch Mahals in the Bombay Presidency. 

2 Area Population & Revenue.— Its area is 340 miles (sqnre) approxi- 
nratelv'. Its total population according to the Census of .91., is 20,005 souls. 
The annual gross revenue calculated on the average of 5 years is Rs. 67,890. 

3. The present Chief of ICushalgarh is Raojee Sahib Udaisinghjee, He 

u.lonvs to Ramsiugltot clan of Ralhor Rajputs caste of Jodhpur (Marvvar) and 
i, , „h in descent from the founder of the Chiefship, Akharajji, who conquered 
, he territory in the Samvat t-n from Kushla Bhil whom he killed and 
founded Knshalgarir after his uanre. He is 58 years of age, and has three sons. 
The eldest Kuiiwar Ranjectsinghjee, the heir-apparent, is now 32 years old. 
He received his education at the Mayo College Ajmere and takes a great 
iolerest in administrative affairs. The two younger sons Kuuwars I.achhmau- 
siughjee and Chhatarsiughjee are studying in the Diploma Class at the 
Mavo College Ajmere. They intend to go to England after they passed 
their Diploma Examinations. Knnwar Kanjeetslnghjee has got one son and 
two daughters. IBs son now S years old is kept under the tutorage of 
Mrs. L. Sirpis of Bombay since ist August 1914 and seems a very promising 
and intelligent lad. The family is connected by marriage tie to the following:- 
Cauora (Danswara), Rancher (Rutlam). Jhantla ( 1 -artapgarh ), Bansi (Mewar), 
Kadana (Gujrat) and Uariawad (Mewar). 
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During the year Colnonel R* E. A. Benn, C# I. E.j !• A< and Major 
H. A. K. Gough, I. A., the Political Agents Southern Rajputana States made 
tours in the territory of the Chiefship. The Chiefship is highly indebted 
to both these Political Officers for the kind and valuable advice they gave 
whenever sought. 

The most notable features during the year were as follows;~ 

(1) That in the year 1913 one Nathugiri Baba entered into the territory 
and under the pretex of religious reforms excercised undue influence over the 
Bhils. The Chiefship fearing that his disguised mischiefs might prove the most 
detrimental to the smooth working of the peaceful administration and appre- 
hending that the ignorant people might not create disturbance difficult to over- 
come, took immediate steps to watch his movements. The Baba thereupon 
with all his disciples, the mischievous mongers slipped away from the territory. 
A few months later when the Bhils of neighbouring States under the leadership 
of one Govind Giri Baba made a rising at Mangarh (Banswara) to violate the 
established authorities, the Chiefship made such an efficient arrangement to 
restrain the Bhils of this territory to join the disturbed scene that not a single 
soul of our Bhils could dare to leave his quiet home. 

(2) That on the ist February 1914 our most esteemed and popular Agent 
to the Governor General, the Hon’bleSir Elliot Colvin, K.C.S.I., accompanied 
with lady Colvin, and his First Assistand Major R. E. A. Hamilton, I. A., visited 
Kushalgarh and laid the foundation stone of the Colvin School Kushalgarh. 

(3) That in the April '1914 on the request of the Raojee Sahib to the 
Hon’ble the Agent to the Governor General, Rai Bahadur Rawat Ganesh Ram, 
the Dewan of Dungarpur was deputed to enquire into the agricultural prospects 
and condition of the people and to propose the Survey and Settlement opera- 
tions of the Chiefship, The Chiefship is highly grateful to His- Highness the 
Maharawal Sahib of Dungarpur for his kindly allowing his Dewan to carry on 
the work. 

(4) The most lamentable incident, that happened in the month of July 
1914, was the premature death of Senior Kunwarani Sahiba of Kadana,' AH the 
Chiefship Offices and Bazars were closed in mourning for three days.

According to the last Census there are 338 villages and one town out of 
which 286 are inhabited villages while the rest 53 are uninhabited ones. 

The rental of the land was fixed by a settlement, made from the tenants 
from year to year. The demand consisted either of lump cash rents or 
rents in kind purported to be based on actual cultivation. These villages 
were not surveyed and the area of each holding was quite unknown. The 
dis-advantages and vice of such a system in practice were obvious and to 
remedy these evils it was thought necessary that the land revenue settlement, 
which as the essentia! basis of all good administration may be initiated, Rai- 
Bahadur Rawat Ganeshi Ram Dewan of Dungarpur was deputed to inspect the 
villages, to enquire into the agricultural prospects and condition of the people, 
to propose the Survey and Settlement operations and to report whether the 



proposals would be feasible. The Dewan Sahib made a rough settlement of 
159 Bhil villages and an actual survey and settlement of one non-Bhil village 
and prepared a report on the result of his deputation, in which he has laid out 
the general lines on which the arrangements may be conducted so that the 
condition of the agriculture may be improved. The report was put up 
before Sir Elliot Colvin, K.C.S.I., the Hon’ble Agent to the Governor General 
in Rajputana for approval. The services of one Mr. Kushhardin were 
obtained for a period of one year only from Tonic and Sirohi settlement to 
carry on the work begun by the Dewan Sahib, to instruct Patwaries, to intro- 
duce proper village papers and fairly regular Revneue Record and to watch 
the progress of the work carried away with Taccavi advances. The total 
land revenue demands and collection for the year as compared with the

CHAPTER III. 


PROTECTION. 

Legislation.' — In all cases civil and criminal justice is administered 
according to the same laws as in force in British India with such modifications 
as are found necessary, besides the circulars standing orders are passed from 
time to time to meet local requirements. 

Military Force.— There is no regular organised force here. 

Police. — The strength of the police has been maintained as it was last 
5'ear, numerically it is strong enough to preserve order and supress crimes 
in the whole Chiefship. There is one Police man to six square miles and 323 
inhabitants of the Chiefship, for the working of Police see appendLx No. V. 



Criminal Justice. — The number of courts is the same as that of last year. 
The court of Mahkma Khas is the supreme court of judicature, at the capital 
there is one first class magistrate and the two subordinate Tehsildars are 
invested with third class powers and to decide civil suits upto the value of 
Rs, loo. 

The appeals from these courts including those of Tambesra and Churabar 
and all session cases are dealt with by Mehkma Khas, the proceedings in all 
trials for heinous crimes are submitted for the approval of the Political Agent 
and all sentences of death and transportations or imprisonment for life further 
require the confirmation of the Hon’ble Agent to the Governor General, 
The following Jagirdars e.xercise the powers of third class magistrates in crimi- 
nal matters within their Jagirs: — (i) Jagirdar of Tambesra, {2) Jagirdar of 
Churabar, (3) Jagirdar of Mohkampura and (4) Jagirdar of Chhoti Sarwa. They 
are empowered to decide civil suits upto the value of Rs, too, within their 
Jagirs. 

Appendices VII, VIII and IX show the number of crimes and the 
punishment awarded and X and XII show the nature of the civil work done 
by the various courts during the year. Appendix XI shows the results of 
applications for the execution of decrees. 

The number of applications disposed of was 66 against 133 of the 
previous year. The value of decrees satisfied amounted to Rs. 2,189 against 
Rs. 4,072 of the last year. 

Extradition. — During the year under report the Chiefship surrendered 
4 accuseds, i to Jhabua, i to Banswara and 2 to Rutlam. 

Prison.— There is one Central Jail situated in the town. The building 
of the Jail consists of large and well ventilated quaters to accomodate male and 
female prisoners. The number of prisoners at the commencement of the year 
was 10 and 51 were admitted making a total of 61, of these 34 of the last year 
were released on the completion of their terms and 3 in honour of the 
auspicious occasion of His Most Gracious Majesty the King-Emperor’s birthday. 

The total cost of Jail department was Rs. 543 against Rs, 517 of the 
last year. 

Registration; — The number of documents registered during the current 
year was 6 of the aggregate value of Rs. 2,886 against Rs. 5,624 of the last year 
(Vide Appendix No. XIV). 
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Municipality. — The capital town is the only place in the Chiefship 
which has a municipality. There is a body of members including official and 
non-official representatives. The institution is in its very infancy. The income 
is derived from an impost on custom dues and from other minor taxes as well. 
The conservancy had to be managed as before. The income during the year 
was Rs. 1,851 against Rs. 127 of the last year and expenditure Rs. 2,164 against 
Rs. 710 of the last year. 


CHAPTER IV, 


PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION. 

Weather and Crop. — The rainfall during the year amounted to 34 inches 
52 Cents. The average is 35 inches in the normal year. The rainfall proved 
very beneficial to the crops.

Appendix No. XVIII shows 
the average prices -of all food-grains during the year. 

Abkari. — The prevailing system of Abkari in Kushalgarh is that of the 
Central Distillery System. The contract of the whole area of the Chiefship, in- 
cluding Jagirs has been given to Hormusji Ratanji of Rutlam for a period of 9 
years with effect from the ist of November 1913. Five years Central Distil- 
lery System and two years subsequent to this Minimum Gaurantee System on 
Rs, 31,101 a year and two years subsequent to this Chiefship will have option 
of either introducing Madras System or maintaining the Minimum Gaurantee 
System. A few months after the contract the Chiefship in order to avoid cau- 
sing undue loss to the contractor owing to the Bhil rising at Mangarh made a 
grant of Rs. 4,000 remission in his stipulated sum for a year only as a special 


case.

CHAPTER V. 


The total gross revenue of the year under report was Rs. 87,347 against 
Rs '9 576 of the last year whereas the total expenditure was Rs. 79,780 against 
Rs’ 60,888 of the last year (Vide Appendix XXII). The total debts due by 
the Chiefship stood Rs. 20,610 at the close of the year. 
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CHAPTER VL 


VITAL STATISTICS. 

The Chiefship maintains a dispensary at the capital in charge of a qualified 
Sub-Assistant Surgeon. The number of out-door patients during the year 
under report was 4,001 against 3,654 of the last year. The total cost for the 
up-keep of the Dispensary was Rs. 1,575 against Rs, 965 of the last year. 

During the year 740 children were vaccinated against 759 of the last 
year, all proved successful. 

Births and Deaths. — Appendix No. XXIV shows the vital statistics 
during the year under report, the number of births recorded was 132 against 341 
while that of deaths was 115 against 140 of the last year. 


CHAPTER VII. 


EDUCATION. 

There is one Anglo Vernacular School at the capital teaching upto 4th 
Standard Hindi and 3rd Standard English. The total No. 'of boys on the roll 
was 89 against no of the last year. The average daily attendance was 67, the 
total expenditure was Rs. 673 against Rs. 538 of the last year.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Treasure Trove.— No treasure trove was found during the year. 

Mines. — The proposal of giving the e.xploring license for the Manganese 
mines is under the consideration of the Raojee Sahib.
